The clubs are partially to 
blame. 

Some still don’t run their 
teams as businesses. 

They are more concerned 
with points than dollars and 
many seem to forget that a 
healthy club is not only the 
one which is top of the lea- 
gue ladder but one which is 
solidly backed by considerable 
fluid resources.

times worse than the ones 
they already have on their 
books. 

I have heard it said in 
the past, and not so long ago, 
that there have been odd 
cases of club officials who 
have placed heavy mortgages 
on their homes or businesses 
to buy new players for their 
clubs or help them meet their 
financial obligations. 


Naturally this has never 
been admitted or confirmed. 

But if true, it’s soccer in- 
sanity at its best. 


The rat race is on and has 
been for some time with the 
players so far winning hands 
down and slowly but surely 
bleeding or strangling some 
clubs to death. 

If some choose to live weil 
beyond their income, that’s 
their funeral.

DIVISION 
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PRESSURE GROWS FOR 
BRITISH SOCCER UNI 


The South American couniries 


have 


recently revived an old 


com- 


plaint. They object to Britain having four, instead of one, entrants in each World Cup. 


Is there any substance to 
their case? Is it, im fact, time 
that the British entry should 
automatically be reduced to 
one, perhaps in the shape of 
a Great Britain team? 


Such a combined team, after 
all, has long had its support- 
ers in Britain itself. 


Let me make it clear from 
the first that I feel any move 
towards amalgamation should 
come from within Britain it- 
self: historically, the South 
Americans have not a leg to 
stand on. 

Let us simply consider a 
few dates and facts. 

England’s right to particip- 
ate in the World Cup is surely 
doubly guaranteed, since 1966; 
firstly because they are the 
holders, secondly because that 
is where the game was in- 
vented. , 

But if England invented 
football, it is arguable that 
Scotland did more than any 
other country to develop it. 


SCOTS’ ROLE 


It was the Scots who in- 
vented the passing game, the 
Scots whose players came 
across the border in ever- 
growing numbers, deeply to 
influence the English style, the 
Scots whose basic methods 
were adopted by Austria, 
Hungary and, in time, South 
America. 

Jimmy Hogan, the very 
pioneer of the Austro-Hun- 
garian game, has often admit- 
ted that he learned the princ- 
iples of the game, and its 
tuition, from veteran Scottish 
professionals when he was 
Fulham before 
the First World War. 

To suggest that Scotland be 
banned from any international 
competition would be a form 
of sacrilege. ' 

Ban the country which has 
produced Bobby and Tommy 
Walker, Alex James, Hughie 
Gallacher, Alan Morton, Den- 
is Law! 

What, then, of Ireland and 
Wales, the poorer relations of 
British football? 

Certainly their record is not 
to be compared with Scot- 
Jand’s; the Scots, indeed, have 
much more than held their 
own against England, over 
the years. 


ENGLISH PIONEERS 


But the Welsh have been 
playing international football 
since 1876, when they lost 
4-0 to Scotland; the Irish have 
been playing international 
football since 1882. 


No foreign team met Eng- 
land till 1901, when the 
Germans were annihilated first 
at Tottenham then in Man- 
chester, by an avalanche of 
goals; and the German Feder- 
ation does not even regard 
these as official internation- 
als! 

The South Americans them- 
selves were playmg the most 
rudimentary kind of football 
up to the start of the First 
World War. 

The stars of Argentinian 
football of that period were, 
in fact, Englishmen. 

After the war, of course, 
the South American countries, 


The following article was recently written 
by London “Sunday Times” columnist Brian 
Glanville, one of the world’s foremost soccer 


authorities. 
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notably Argentina (under the 
impulse given by Italian mig- 
rants), Brazil and Uruguay, 
made superb progress. 

Indeed, in 1924, Uruguay 
had a team capable of chall- 
enging any in the world, Eng- 
land and Scotland included. 

But the fact remains that 
for the best part of 40 years 
Ireland and Wales had been 
nelping to lay the foundations 
of the game, throwing up im- 
mortal players such as Mere- 
dith for Wales, Gillespie of 
Ireland, while European and 
South American football was 
going through its birth pangs. 

The next question to ask 
is whether English, Scottish 
and Welsh football has a 
separate identity. 

Foreign critics might point 
out that the distinctions are 
artificial, that the great major- 
ity of players from all four 
countries tend to be playing 
in the English League. 

From this, only Scotland 
has tended to be’ an except- 
ion. 

In the years between — 
and even after —- the wars, 
the Scottish selectors have 
always tended to prefer the 
home player to the “Anglo”. 

This season, indeed, there 
has been a strong proportion 
of Celtic and Rangers men in 
the Scoitish team. 

Wales and-Ireland, by con- 
trast, have heavily depended 
on Football League players. 


WALES’ IDENTITY 


Wales, do, it is true, possess 
a couple of famous clubs in 
Cardiff City and Swansea 
Town, but even these play in 
the English League. 

Nevertheless, one has only 
to examine the history of the 
British game, the incredibie 
persistence and ingenuity with 
which Ted Robbins built and 
inspired his Welsh teams, the 
fervour of the Irish teams 
under the managership of 
Peter Doherty, to realise that 
Ireland and Wales do have 
a genuine identity. 

Look how they played in 
the World Cup of 1958, 
teaching the quarterfinals, 
when England and Scotland 
toth failed to do so! 

None of these countries 
really wants to combine in a 
British team: there is too 
much footballing history be- 
hind them. 

Of course, there are less 
admirable reasons for refus- 
ing to combine. 

It has often been said that 
the various national officials 
would not willingly forego 
their privileges, their rps 
abroad. 

A Great Britain team might 
well ensure a stronger chail- 
enge than four separate Brit- 
ish World Cup sides. 

But can we, in the light 
of England’s World Cup vic- 
tory, be sure? 


If South America insists, a 
compromise might be reached 
in using the British Jnter- 
national Championship as a 
qualifying group again: as the 
European Nations Cup has 
done. 


Frankly, Brian Glan- 
ville’s reasoning 1S 
somewhat naive. 

He claims, in effect, 
that the four British 
Associations deserve full 
autonomy because of 
past achievements and 
some famous players. 


He also mentions their 
international record as a 
further “proof”. 

For many years I 
have been wondering 
why the British persist 
with this separation of 
the four home countries. 


And if they do, why 
don't others put in equal 
claims? 

I am a_ sincere ad- 
mirer of England and 
the English and these 
old sentiments were 
only strengthened in me 
during my visit there 
last year. 

But I still cannot, for 
the life of me, see why 
the entire world should 
be ruled by British soc- 
cer officiatdom. — 

__ Brazil would be just- 
ified if they said that 
their two main soccer 
centres, Rio and Sao 
Paulo have their own 
identity and league com- 
petition and have also 
produced a host of great 
players, at least’ equal 
to a few Scots and Irish 
mentioned by Glanville. 


Rio could enter the 
World Cup under the 
name of “Cariocas’ and 
Sao Paulo as “Paulistas”, 
the nickname of their 
populations anyway. 

Then of course the 
Germans could demand 
a few separate entries 
to the World Cup for 
Bavaria, Prussia, Rhine- 
land and Saxony. 

The Soviet Union 
could, even more logic- 
ally demand separate 
rights for the Ukraine, 
the Baltic States, Mon- 
golia, Kazakhastan and 
Turkestan — surely 
racially and historically 
more different than the 
English and the Welsh. 

What about two teams 
from Yugoslavia — Ser- 
bia and Croatia — two 
from Czechoslovakia — 
Moravia and Slovakia. 
— and three from 
Switzerland, represent- 
ing the German, French 
and Italian population? 

I wouldn't be the 
slightest bit surprised if, 
in the very near future, 
the majority of FIFA 
members staged a revolt 
against British dominat- 
ion, demanding, among 
other things, the limit of 
one entry from the Isles 
to the World Cup, un- 
der the name of Great 
Britain. 

After all, Scotland, 
Ireland and Wales are 
not independent count- 
ries with their own 
governments that war- 
rant such luxurious 
treatment.

In France, in the 1620’s Richelieu was responsible 
for developing a great new navy which success- 
fully battled the English. He also made a great 
effort to develop seaborne trade, with emphasis 
on the colonisation of Canada. But the new naval 
strength lasted only about as long as Richelieu, 
himself. Our figure shows at left, the stern, and at 
right the full view of the French Reale of the 
i7th century. This flagship was the finest and 
most splendidly decorated vessel in the galley 


fleet, and was intended 


for the General of the 


Galleys. The galleys ceased to be used about the 


middle of the 1700’s.
